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PUBLIC RELATIONS EXPERIMENT 


As Mayor Charles P. Burgess points out in his column on 
this page, trustees of the Sequoia high school district are about 
to carry out an experiment in public relations . . . that abstract, 
hard-to-define term that is heard so often in these times. 


In the case of the high school operations, the term really 
boils down to close and understanding ties between the school 
administration and the residents of the district. The first step 
in this undertaking is slated for next Monday night, when rep- 
resentatives of all organizations in the district are to meet with 
trustees and form a citizens’ advisory committee. 


Invitations have gone out not only to civic clubs, lodges and 
like organizations but to all individuals interested in school 
affgirs and problems. Out of this session will develop the 
formation of sub-committees each to deal with a specific 
phase. of school operations and work closely with the trustees 
in efforts to Solve the increasing problems that go with the 
conduct of an over-crowded school district. 


Sequoia has come in for considerable criticism, some mer- 
ited, some not. The board of trustees and its appointive admin- 
istrators can’t do other than the best they know how. Now is 
the opportunity for every organization and person having 
a sincere interest in a good school operation to have a voice 
in that operation. They can get the move under way by attend- 
ing next Monday night’s meeting.

IT’S THEIR STREET, BUT... 


The San Mateo county traffic safety commission has issued 
some rules that will help prevent injury to children on streets. 
They are particularly timely because of the advent of spring 
and, consequently, more outdoor activity for youngsters. 

The commission points out that it’s ‘every child’s street’’ 
and is used on the way to a friend’s house or to school, to the 
corner market or the nearby playground. But, the commission 
adds: “It Their Street Safe?’’ and offers these guides: 

As a parent, it’s up to you to see that your children know 
how to behave safely and self-reliantly in traffic; when they 
walk, when they ride bicycles and, later, when they drive cars. 
See that safety rules become habits so that even in play they 
will not be forgotten. 

As a citizen, it’s up to you to set a good example by your 
own actions for every child in the community. Know the rules 
yourself and always follow them. Make sure your poor example 
will not be the death of some child who looks up to you. 

As a motorist, it’s up to you to guard against bringing 
injury or death to a child. Watch for signs that children may be 
playing near the street; drive with extra caution in school 
zones, near playgrounds and in residential areas. 


GOOD BUSINESS NEWS 


Those who regard real estate sales as a barometer of busi- 
ness conditions received heartening news this week when the 
San Francisco Bay Area Council announced that transactions 
in the area totaled about 2500 more in January and February, 
1950, than in the same period last year. 

The council, which operates an extensive research depart- 
ment, reported that real estate sales began to climb at the end 
of July, 1949, and continued upward to a high point in Febru- 
ary, latest month for which complete figures are available. 

Of all Bay area counties numbered in the survey, San 
Mateo county. was second in the rate of increase, with sales 
reported 23.6 per cent greater in January-February than in 
the first two months of 1949.

Another of the Atlantic City 
school administrator’s concention 
discussion groups which I attended 
six weeks ago was on the subject 
of the school board’s responsibility 
for public relations. Principal speak- 
er was W. W. Theissen, Milwaukee’s 
superintendent of schools. 

He stated that it is very import- 
ant to develop good public relations, 
and that this can best be done by 
keeping the public fully informed 
as to school policies and programs. 
Board members, elected representa- 
tives of the people, are best in a 
position to ascertain public opinion 
and locate sore spots which can be 
called to the attention of the sup- 
erintendent. 

The board should approach the 

public with a united front if it 
expects to develop public con- 
fidence in itself and the school 
program. Frictions and split votes 
are followed by loss of confidence. 

Board members should do more 
polling of public opinion and do less 
following of pressure groups. All 
facts should be revealed to the pub- 
lic. The board should have meet- 
ings with groups of interested cit- 
izens, and should take steps to de- 
termine just how effective the 
school program is. The average 
member of the public does not have 
enough information about what goes 
on in the schools to have an intelli- 
gent opinion. The board should re- 
port regularly to the public, and the 
reports should be effective and tell 
the story. 

Mrs. I. E. Porter, executive secre- 
tary of the California School Trus- 
tees’ association, observed that 
school board members occupy a 
strategic position in the commun- 
ity. Board members should inform 
themselves first before trying to in- 
form the public. Public relations 
efforts should not be sporadic. 

A Mr. Elliot (whose affiliation I 
failed to include in my notes) 
pointed out that the classroom 
teacher is the school’s best public 
relations expert. There must be 
mutual confidence between the 
superintendent and his staff be- 
fore good public relations can 
exist outside the school. 

Arthur J. Crowley of the Readers’ 
Digest stated that the superintend- 
ent is the public relations expert 
representing the school board. Ivan 
A. Booker, staff member of the NEA, 
urged board members to participate 
in meetings with parents. Public 
relations are built by teamwork of 
board members, administration, and 
the public. 

A question was raised as to what 
to do about those newspapers that 
loved controversies, and went out of 
their way to promote dissension. A 
representative of the Milwaukee 
Journal observed that some trustees 
also thrived on dissension. Tell your 
full story to your editor, he counsel- 
ed, but don’t expect him to sell out 
for a free lunch. 

Sequoia’s board is making an ex- 
periment in public relations as well 
as in other fields by inviting the 
formation ofa citizens’ advisory 
committee. If you are interested 
in your high school (and you must 
be if you have read this far), be 
sure and attend the meeting at 8 
p.m. in the Sequoia library this 
coming Monday.

One worhan says she likes to do 
her mending before washing be- 
cause it gives her so much satis- 
faction to be able to wash and iron 
clothes without having to stop to 
mend something while she’s trying 
to get the laundry done complete- 
ly. 

Another says she keeps her sew- 
ing basket handy while ironing be- 
cause it’s easy to do as you spot 
the things which need mending, 
and you have the iron handy for 
pressing such things as necessary. 

Others like to look forward to 
their mending afternoon or eve- 
ning because they’ve learned to re- 
lax while doing this type of sewing. 

No one can tell you which plan is 
best for you. Try several and see 
which fits your way of doing 
things best. At any rate, try to ar- 
rive at some sort of solution which 
will give you smartly kept clothes 
on hand when you want them. If 
you think of the end, the means 
may be much easier to solve. 
Organized Mending Box 
Speeds Up the Job 2 

It’s no fun to do any kind of a 
job if you don’t have the equip- 
ment right at hand when you’re in 
the mood for the work. If you have 
to hunt high and low for buttons 
or snaps or a Special shade of 
thread or tape, then you’re defeat- 
ed before you Start. 

Keep the mending box in up-to- 
date condition. Many of those 
available are really very pretty and 
invite you to the task. Thére you 
have all kinds of thread which you 
need in neat sections or rows. No 
hunting for the right shade neces- 
sary! 

Scissors are here, too, and a box 
of buttons which you’ve collected 
by buying extra ones for garments 
as you sew or by reclaiming them 
from garments no longer of use. 
Another good idea is to keep a box 
handy in the laundry room so that 
you can collect buttons, snaps, 
etc., as soon as they come off the 
clothes. 

You'll find hot iron mending 
tape available in many _ colors 
which will save many a _ stitch 
during mending time. Lingerie 
tapes are also a good idea for the 
mending box since straps on slips 
and underthings can be changed so 
quickly. 

If you want to keep the mending 
box in good order, never put in a 
jumble of old garments because 
you might want a patch from some 
of them for mending. Launder 
these, iron and cut out the por- 
tions of material which can be 
used, Fold these neatly, pin and 
box them. You'll remember more 
readily what you have, and it will 
be in excellent condition to use, if 
you follow this procedure. 

Keep an assortment of needles 
already threaded on a pin cushion 
in the box so that you won't have 
to stop to thread them.

Both Time and Effort
